Tlie jury was neither awed npr 
swayed by the 'power of the ex-laundry truck driver 
who became, president of the 1,300,000-member 
Teamsters union, who made bushiess men and work- 
ers bow . to his win, and who demanded and was 
given a seat on the boar(l of trustees ol the Untve^- 



fn the new case, the federal prosecutor laid out in 
exhaustive detail the results of yeors of investiga- 
tion of Beck's enrichment of hhnself by the use of 
union members' dues for hivestmenl and high living. 
The presentation was meticulous and left, not the 
shadow of doubt of Beck's guilt. The evasion of at 
least (240,000 in taxes was shown on Uie evidence 
that the funds ^ere not, in truth, "loans" from the 
union; that he merely dipped his pudgy hand Into 
the treasury at will for his own purposes. 

Of course there.'wUl be. appeals. The strategy of 
the defense in calling only one witness (not Beck) 
appears to be based on the hope of getting the Jury's 
verdict overturndd on error or technicality. Perhaps 
Beck wlU not serve more than one night In jail. But 
the successful prosecution of the one-time strong- 
man of labor is a real landmark in the effects of 
honest citizens and government to put an end to 
goonlsm and the looting of wUon funds. It stands In 
sharp contrast to the faUures to convict Beck's suc- 
cessor, tho unsavory Jimmy Hofta.— Portland Ore- 
gpnlan.

He plugged hhnself In when he 
ate because he fh'mly believed 
electricity powered his digestive 
system. 

He drank through an elaborate 
piping system built of straws so 
that, In his fantasy, .liquids could 
be pumped bto hhn. 

He strung up whes and taped- 
together cardboard apparatus by his 
bed at night to "Uve" him while 
he slept. 

He had make-believe motors 
that ran hjm through the day, and 
exhaust pipes U^ugh whlcli he 
exhaled. 

When he bathed, be rocked back 
and forth with engine-like regu- 
larity, sometimes flooding the floor. 

When psychiatrists first tried to 
taV to hhn, hlS'^only,,! reply was, 
'Bam." The shiyfiated explosion 
neutralized his mXph^nery, barring 
human contact.

SulIIce 
It to say that he ceased to be a 
mechanical boy and became a hu- 
man child. This newborn child was, 
however, nearly 12 years old.

"aould you suggest something a 
distracted mother could do to tai- 
press a small boy with the necessity 
of washing his hands, closing a door 
so It is not heard down the block? 
Just the simple Ways of home life! 
If I've told him onca I've told him 
a thousand times.— No soap." 

Top suggestion: Bit down and take 
a long breath. Think of Job and his 
bolls, or of some one with worse 
troubles than those of havtag an ac- 
tive child about the house. Look at 
the funny sheet. Forget him for a 
while and take Ume out to laugh. 
That will release the tension that is 
distracting a much tired mother. 

It is necessary to tell a small boy 
or girl . the same thing over and 
over until the idea takes hold and 
becomes a habit. Children are much 
like plants in this that they ar^ de- 
vdoplng root growth beneath the 
surface. For a time there seem to be 
no growth and development what- 
ever. TTien one day a promising bud 
appears and the fhrst stage of a 
habit appears. 

Every mother has experienced a 
sensation of surprise when a neigh- 
bor has sold, "I wish my youngster 
was as well behaved as yours. I talk 
and ta^ but it's no good but your 
boy tak es off his hat wh en becomes 
1H,"S6y8, 'Hftw do you a57'TIBS~dir 
you do it?" 

Sometimes parents, especially fa- 
thers of small boys, expect too much 
of them too soon. It takes a lot of 
tailing to reach a small boy's mind 
when the Idea is one for wWoh he is 
not physically and mentally ready. 
Tell him and tell him again to stbn- 
ulate the readiness^ but dont de- 
mand results before the Ume Is ripe 
for them. . 

To make certain, the telling regis- 
ters, make sure of the child's atten- 
tion. See that he stops what he is 
doing and looks at you. Speak slowly 
and clearly. If it Is very Important 
that he act* on what you tell htoi

there and then, have hbn tell what 
he is to do. 

In dealing with a backward child 
start by bringing him cloae 'to you, 
hold his hand gently, look into his 
eyes so that he will look at yours. 
'Then, speaking slowly and clearly, 
w^h as few words as possible, tell 
him. If no light brightens his eyes, 
try again. A second failure Means 
that you go with him and .help liira 
do what is required. Always in kind- 
ness, always In gentle patience. 

Many a backward child could be 
greatly helped If his parent and 
teacher, remembered this technique: 
Close up; touching hhn in kindness: 
slow, clear, direct words. The help is 
necessary. But remember that tell- 
ing la an endless performance for 
the teacher-parent.

heading Books Does Not Help 
' Henry, 'Grow' Green Thumb

'iPhe moment lt'.*as decided we 
were to have a vegetable garden this 
.summer, I raced to the library and 
asked for all the books available on 
the subject, 

It was . an ambitious order, for 
gardening, it seems, ranks with Lin- 
coln, sex, the Civil war and medl 
cine in popularity with authors. 

I took a carload of books home, 
confident that by the time I had 
read.them oil I would have a thumb 
as green as a parrot's tall, and wquld 
bb whooping It up for-hlgber sub- 
sidies for farmers, better form roods 
and more rural electrification. 

Now X' am not so sure. None of 
the half a hundred books i brought 
home is for the beginner. The au- 
thors assume- that the reader has 
grown a few things In his life, and 
has, a working knowledge of soil, 
drainage, phosphates, dwarfs, giants 
and nitrates. 

What I wanted was a gardening 
book done In simple terms, like 
those books on bridge that start off: 
"There are four suits— diamonds, 
spades, clubs and hearts— qi^d there 



are 52 cards in a deck." 

For example,' we had decided that 
pur' main crop would be green peas. 
They are. my favorite vegetable, as 
well as the. wife's, and as good as 
the frozen ones are, as nice as are 
the^-ones from a can, they can't 
compare with the tiny, ones; cooked 
as soon as possible after they are' 
picked, as far as we are concerned, 
■The books were of little help to 
a novice. For example, one said the 
traditional time for plantUig was St. 
Palrl6k's day— provided you lived in 
a climate about that of Kansas City, 
Pittsburgh or Boston. 

Unfortunately, I don't live In 
Kansas City, Pittsburgh or Boston. 
I could make It up there by. St.' 
Patrick's day. but It surely would 
keep me hustling. But what assur- 
ance would I hove that when I got, 
say, Uy Boston, I would be able to 
find 0 house right away that had o 
yard big enough for a pea patch? 

The more i read, the more I knew 
that any hope we had of growing 
peas was out of the question. 

"lA many places,", the book said, 
'soli needs ihne to grow peas. A pH 



of 6Ji is eisctly Tight, .though a pH 
of OJS on either side of .that.flgurtf 
IS' good enough. ■ ■ 

Is that to? How helpful! Just 
what does "pH" mean? And even 
if my back yard wa9 solid pH, how 
would I go aboui flndhig out If it 
were 0.4, 03 or 0^87 Can you buy 
a machhie that, stuck In the ground 
like a themiometer In a roast, de, 
termhies the pH? . :.i ' 

Another paragraph: "What do 
members ot the' pea family, .tbe~le 
iumes, need of nitrogen in the soil? 
'.'Search me; llaybe legumes need 
enough hydroien to float a balloon, 
and maybe a whisper of nitrogen 
will moke them curl up and yell 
unclef ' ' 

I'm mighty glad thatrta our en- 
thuslitsm for pea raising, we didn't 
throw away the can opener, or'~set 
our minds too loUdly agajnst the 
frozen vtrlcly. ■
